EXPLOSION DEMOLISHES 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Western ex- 
peris said today Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev 
almost 
certainly 
pressed Undersecretary of State 
Averell Harriman for termination 
of U.S. military aid to Laos and 
Thailand when the two men met 
here Friday. 
Secrecy veiled details of the 3 
} 2-hour meeting, during which Har­ 
riman handed Khrushchev a letter 
from President Kennedy, but sur­ 
face indications were the Soviet 
leader used it to advance his ar 
gument that the United States is 
to blame for renewed tension in 
Laos. 
The Kennedy letter was be­ 
lieved to contain an appeal for 
Soviet help in restoring order in 
Laos. Harriman is believed to be 
trying to persuade the Kremlin 
to drop its anti-American line on 
the issue. 
A proposed Soviet "peace ap­ 
peal" published here Wednesday 
charged that the presence el U.S. 
servicemen in Laos increased ten­ 
sion and threatened the nation’s 
security. 
It also complained that U.S. 
military personnel have not been 
withdrawn from Laos and de­ 
nounced what it described as con­ 
tinued U.S. military aid to non­ 
communists in the Asian country.

Alexander Rorke, a freelance 
reporter - photographer, said the 
plane maintained radio contact 
"with underground people in the 
Havana area" as it flew towards 
Cubn 
oil 
refineries 
Thursday 
night. 
Rorke, 36, refused to identify the 
amphibian plane or the three men 
he said accompanied him on the 
raid. He said the plane "was 
launched from an island south of 
Cuba" and picked him up in the 
Caribbean- 
“Other raids have been going 
on, and others 
are planned," 
Rorke said during an interview in 
his hotel room. "I will participate 
in more of them." 
The plane flew north along the 
coast line of Cuba at about 50 
feet, he said, until it reached 
Pinar Del Rio, the westernmost 
province of Cuba. 
“We cut in over land, flew to 
the refineries, then out over wa­ 
ter," Rorke said. 
When the plane was about 150 
feet over the refineries, Rorke 
said, they dropped a I OO-pound 
high explosive bomb and four na 
palm bombs. 
"I think the IOO pounder went 
off, but we couldn't see the oth 
ers because we were flying out to 
sea," Rorke said during an is 
terview in his hotel room. 
Havana Radio said none of the 
bombs went off. 
Call Claims "Foolish" 
Rorke called claims that such 
a raid would have injured people 
"foolish" because no one would 
be working in a refinery at night 
After the raid, Rorke said, the 
plane again landed him on the 
water where he was picked up by 
a waiting boat, which brought him 
to the U.S. mainland. He refused 
to say where he landed. 
Rorke said one of his com 
panions was an American student 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and another was an 
American businessmen. He said 
the third was a Cubn exile. 
There were no markings on the 
plane, Rorke said. He refused to 
say where the plane came from or 
who owned it. 
Rorke said the raid was made 
as an "attempt to cut off the 
oil supplies for Migs on the is 
land." He said he also hoped to 
help guerrillas prove that de 
lenses (rn the island are not im 
pregnable, and raise the spirits of 
Cuban exiles. 


Meanwhile, Fidel Castro is in 
Moscow for talks with Khrushchev. 
The two haven't seen each other 
since those hectic days of the 1960 
United Nations assembly la New 
York. 


Khrushchev is leading a busy 
life. He has just gotten through 
seeing 
Presidential 
Envoy 
W. 
Averell Harriman 
about 
Laos. 
Khrush said he is solidly behind the 
Laos pact but didn't say what he 
would or could do to halt the 
fighting.

Russia Greets Castro 


Visit 
Is Big 
Surprise 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Cu­ 
ban Premier Fidel Castro 
arrived in Russia today on 
surprise visit likely to 
make him one of the most 
warmly welcomed foreign 
guests in Russian history. 
The long-range Russian jetliner 
which carried him non-stop from 
Havana landed early today in 
Murmansk, 
the Soviet Union’s 
northernmost port. 
He was met there by First 
Deputy Premier Anastas M iny­ 
an, who went to Cuba last fall 
to get Castro’s agreement to the 
Kennedy-Khrushchev accord end­ 
ing the crisis over Soviet mis­ 
siles on the Caribbean island. 
The Cuban leader was due to 
arrive Sunday in Moscow, where 
it was expected he would get a 
mammoth welcome led by Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev himself. 
Soviet newspapers, which had 
not announced Castro was due to 
arrive, carried numerous Soviet- 
Cuban friendship articles today. 
Radio Moscow broadcast an ac­ 
count of the Murmansk rally to 
the nation late this morning. 
Castro is making his first ex­ 
cursion outside Cuba since he 
went to the United Nations in 
I960. 
The bearded Cuban is expected 
to spend about a month in Rus­ 
sia, 
touring various provincial 
areas with Khrushchev as well as 
taking part in ceremonies in the 
capital. 
His arrival just before the big 
May Day observance made it vir­ 
tually certain that he would be 
the most honored foreign guest 
atop Lenin’s tomb during the an­ 
nual parade. 
It was not certain whether Cas­ 
tro would visit Red China before 
returning home, but there has 
been speculation that he would 
do so. 
The Kremlin was expected to 
go all-out while Castro is here to 
wean him away from Peking and 
to allay any hard feelings that 
may remain about Khrushchev’s 
failure to consult him before he 
promised last fall to pull Soviet 
missiles out of Cuba.

(UPI) -R escue 
teams retrieved the last body 
from deep in the Dola mine shaft 
early today. Friends and relatives 
ended their vigil at the lonely fa­ 
cility where 22 miners were killed 
in an underground explosion. 
The blast caught the victims 330 
feet below' the surface in Com­ 
pass Shaft No. 2 at 10:58 p.m. 
EST Thursday, two minutes be­ 
fore they were to have punched 
out for the day. Mine officials 
said death apparently was in­ 
stantaneous. 
A steel shed which had served 
as a makeshift morgue was nearly 
deserted early today as the last 
cars drove away along the single­ 
lane road leading to this north­ 
ern West Virginia shaft.

Anxiety had turned to despair 
Friday as word came from dust- 
covered rescuers underground that 
first one, then another group of 
bodies had been discovered. Four­ 
teen bodies were located by noon, 
and seven more found later in 
the afternoon near a continuous 
mining machine.

Then, retracing their steps, the 
searchers found the last body at 
about 8:30 p.m. in an area pre­ 
viously searched.

As the news reached the shaft 
entrance, women broke into tears 
and veterans of the soft coal 
fields stood disconsolately discuss­ 
ing the rescue operation. 


When one woman emerged tear­ 
fully from the morgue, her young 
son asked frantically, "Where is 
he? Where is he?” 
Methane gas apparently caused 
the blast. Steve Canonico, vice 
president of Clinchfield Coal Co., 
said "a spark of some sort" was 
believed to have set it off. 
"We kept hoping up to the last 
minute that the men working near 
the continuous mining machine 
had managed to barricade them­ 
selves," he said. 
All the victims lived within a 
40-mile radius of this tiny mining 
community. They left 22 wives and 
a total of 39 children.

(UPI) — An explosion 
of undetermined origin de­ 
molished

day, killing three men, in­ 
juring IO others and caus­ 
ing heavy damage. 
The center is operated by the 
Hercules Powder Co. for the U. S. 
Wavy. It produces s o l i d fuel 
propellants for m i s s i l e s , and 
played a prominent role in devel­ 
opment of the Polaris missile. 
A spokesman at the plant said 
the blast occurred about 3: .TO 
a.m.. EST. He said property dam­ 
age "in the immediate vicinity of 
the explosion is severe and minor 
damage to outlying areas <of the 
facility) is extensive." There was 
no fire, he said. 
The three dead men were work­ 
ing inside the processing building 
when the explosion occurred. 
The injured were outside at the 
time and suffered varying de­ 
grees of injuries. Six were hos­ 
pitalized. The four others were 
treated at a hospital and re­ 
leased. Names of all involved 
were not released. 
Nine Killed 
About 200 persons were working 
at the time of the explosion, th* 
second here in three years. In 
1960, nine men were killed when 
a blast occurred, also in the proc­ 
essing building. 
The spokesman said he could 
not divulge, for security reasons, 
the processing building’s exact 
operations. He said the cause of 
the explosion and the amount of 
damage were not determined. 
Rocket Center is located about 
eight miles southwest of Cumber­ 
land, Md., and employs 2,700 per­ 
sons. 


MIAMI (UPD-The 36-foot fish­ 
ing boat Jerry Mar, carrying 23 
passengers and crewmen, plowed 
into a shoal and sank off Bimini 
in the Bahama Islands Friday 
night.
